Well, that 
is rather like what happens when we think of 
our printers. For they are known to us in terras 
of a single person by the name of Mr. Pike. 

Now, Mr. Pike may not be a familiar name 
to many of the £t\idents at McGill and to many 
of the citizens of Montreal. And yet on two of 
Montreal's leading papers, i:e. The McGill 
Daily, and its protegee, Tho Gazette, Mr. Pike 
is an important and well-nigh indispensable 
figure. 

Most of The Daily's night editors meet' him 
in an indirect sort of way. It is 10:30 p.m. 
"First copy" should have been sent out before 
the ten o'clock deadline, and it still hasn't left. 
The phone in The Daily office rings, and a voice 
on the other end says: "This is Iklr. Pike." 

The editor feels that his conscience .has 
caught up on him. He replies hastily,— rather 
too hastily: "Oh, yes, ^Ir. Pike, copy has just 
left, sir. It ought to arrive any minute now, sir." 

And ju.«t as if the phone had television at- 
tached, and Mr. Pike could see the copy-boy all 
mufflcd-up and waiting, with the cream-colored 
copy-bags in his hand, he replies: "Well, will 
you send some filler along with it. One of these 
days that paper of 'yours is going to. appear 
with blank spaces in it." 

Btft The Daily usually got to The Gazette 
composing room somehow in time for Mr. Pike 
to decipher our lay-out directions and analyze 
the English language from the productions of 
our two-finger' typing, and The Daily managed 
to appear on the campus the following morning 
■with all thirty-two columns filled. 

Of course, we remember the times whèn hé 
got short of filler at 2.00 a.m. and, rather than 
wake up our exchange editor, he generously 
used some of The Gazette's filler. The ne.xt 
morning, The Daily would have a distinctive 
international flavor, informing the students on 
such world-moving as the copper shortage in 
Switzerland and the price of rice in China. 

Then, if you took copy down to The Gazette 
some night, you would meet Mr. Pike. He would 
be sitting behind a high desk, with the noise of 
the linotype machines providing atmospheric 
music around him. And as you plunked the 
copy-bags on his desk and looked as breathless 
and triuinphant as Phidippides after the long 
run, you would notice him grinning at you from 
under his white hair and from behind his 
spectacles. You could just feel him laughing at 
you and chuckling to himself: "These kidst 
They take themselves so seriously." 

But you 'didn't mind being laughed at by 
Mr. Pike. He was too swell a sport. Besides, 
when you came to think of it, you wondered if 
maybe you weren't kipd of funny, after all. 

Yes, Mr. Pike is a tradition on The Daily. 
As ageless as the rivalry between the sports and 
news departments, and the notorious story of 
the cure and the engineer which is told regularly 
year after year at Tho Daily's annual banquet. 

He has just completed forty-four years of 
service with The Gazette, and he has handled 
the composition of "The Daily as long as The 
Gazette has beèn our printers.

INTO THE BLUE 

Being The Story of Aviation

Ml. The Great Decade — 1780 - 90 



The initial successes in the con- 
quest of the air were achieved In 
the realm of lighter than air craft. 
It was towards the end, of the 
eighteenth century that the Mont- 
golfler brothers experimenting with 
paper bags filled with smoke came 
upon the discovery that was to 
alter so fundamentally all existing 
modes of terrestrial locomotion. 
However, they attributed the ucent 
ot their paper bags to the discov- 
ery of a hitherto unknown gas pro- 
duced by tho combustion of straw 
and wood, having lost track of the 
real principle, first enunciated by 
Lana, that heated air was lighter 
than cold air and would hence rise. 
They pursued their experiments in 
public and private until they drew 
the attention of the Académie des 
Sciences and were asked by the 
learned gentlemen who comprise 
this Institution to perform their 
experiment before the King and the 
Court of France. For ; this great 
event they planned to use the same 
machine which had convinced the 
Academy — an odd-looking craft 
that was prismatic in the middle, a 
pyramid at tho top and a truncated 
cone at the bottom and v;hen It was 
filled looked spheroidal — quite an 
achievement for such a combination 
of shapes. It was made of linen, 
covered on both sides with psper 
and decoratied in gaudy, lavish 
water colors with elaborate trac- 
eries, ciphers, and fleurs-de-lis 
looking like a fantastic futuristic 



shape looted on the world. As the 
flnt passengers In a balloon his- 
tory reperds a sheep, a rooster and a 
duck, all unwilling we believe; but 
first passengers Just the same. 

The ascent was a success. The 
contraption, filled with smoke from 
a fire burning underneath stayed 
In the air for eight minutes; King 
Louis was delighted with the per- 
formance, made the brothers squires 
of France and gave them a pension 
of two hundred dollars. 

Now all the world needed was 
some brave pioneer who was will- 
ing to entrust himself to one of 
these new tangled inventions. And 
so a Frenchman by the name ot Oe 
Rosier offered himself. His first 
ascents were undertaken with the 
balloon in a captive condition, i.e. 
held to the ground by a rope, but 
on November 21, 1783, in a moment 
of greater bravery he embarked 
with the Marquis d'Arlandes on the 
first aerial voyage. The two gentle- 
men rose despite a gusty gale and 
waving their caps to the crowd be- 
low were soon high above the 
housetops. Their main preoccupa- 
tion was to' keep the fire burning 
and so whenever they wished to 
rise they were to be teen furiously 
pitching straw into the fire pots 
suspended below the balloon. And 
so when after about an hour's in- 
terval their supply of straw was 
spent they again descended having

NARROW, SHORTSIGHTED, UN- 
WORTHY 
The Editor, McGill Dally. 

Sir,— Re: the developments ot the 
University Senate's decisions on the 
status of Canadian Students of 
Japanese origin. I find it incompa- 
tible with the conception of a Uni- 
versity as a seat of higher learning, 
that:;ahy group ot men should be 
exoluded from it on any political 
grounds whatever. 

Nobody, today, would dream of 
preventing French Roman Catholic 
Students from attending McGill, 
just because somebody revoked an 
Edict of Nantes, and did rather 
nasty things to a number of 
Huguenots; nor would we bar Turk- 
ish students from sitting next to us 
in lectures, because Abdul Hamlds 
and Enver Pashas persecuted Ar- 
menians, or Spanish students, be- 
cause one Isabel once maltreated 
the Moors. 

There is no community on earth 
that has not done, . at one time or 
another, things similar to what the 
German and Japanese Governments 
are doing today, and any discrlnUn- 
ationation against' individuals, 
whose ethnic resemblances are the 
only connecting link with govern- 
nnents, whose policies they are too 
young ever to have influenced, and 
too far away ever to have support 
ed, is narrow, shortsighted and, I 
believe, unworthy of an academic 
institution. 

The argument that Japanese stu- 
dents should ~ be barred from the 
University for their'' own protec- 
tion's sake, reminds me ot a spore 
of t)ie Bacillus called 'Protective 
Custody' In other parts ot the world. 
It may be that members ot thé 
Staff object to those students at- 



tending their lectures, but, if they 
do, I think, they are not worthy to 
teach at a University, because they 
fail to grasp the trends beyond the 
Idiosyncraties ot the immediate day. 
I don't think that any ot the under- 
graduate students, unless they are

Business Meet

February 10 

A major business meeting of 
the Cosmopolitan Club will be 
held in the Union Grill Room on 
Saturday February 10 at 8.30 
p.m. The outstanding item of 
business to be raised at this 
meeting will be the presentation 
of a number of amendments to

The first amendment to be pre- 
vented will propose the inclusion 
of the four new posts of Women's 
Vice-president, assistant Secretary. 
"Assistant Treasurer and Assistant 
Publicity Manager. AU of these will 
sit in at all executives meetings If 
the amendment is passed. In ad- 
dition to this, seals on the execu- 
tive might be held open to all 
regularly constituted Committee 
Chairmen of standing club com- 
mittees at such meetings of the exe- 
cutive as might concern their ac- 
tiviUès. 

The inclusion in the constitution 
of a number of standing rules is 
also proposed. These will be de 
signed to clarify a number of 
points which have been interpret- 
ed in widely divergent ways In the 
past^few/years, and to assist In the 
smooth rtihning of a numt>er of ac 
tiviUes of the club which have 
been initiated since the constitu- 
tion In its present form was writ* 
ten.

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Chemical Fire 
At Varsity 
Destroys Lab 

Damage Estimated 
$2,500; No Panic, 
Injuries Are Few 

Toronto, Jan. 30— (By Tele- 
phone to The Daily)~A fire in 
the Chemistry Building of the 
University of Toronto early yes- 
terday afternoon caused minor 
injuries to four students and 
damage estimated at $2,500. 
Three hundred students were in 
the building at {ho time, but all 
escaped in orderly fashion with 
the aid of the local fire depart- 
ment. 

The blaze broke out at 12.20 p.m. 
in the second-floor laboratory, and 
though rapidly confined to that 
floor by the fire department, 
spread to the elevator shaft and 
then via the wall partitions to the 
ceiUng. Steady fire-fighting efforU 
brought the flames under control 
within a short time of the outbreak, 
and the entire blaze was out an 
hour later. 

Several students were trapped 
temporarily in the third-floor lab 
oratory, but eat calmly on the win 
dowsills until fire.ladders were 
raised for their rescue. There was 
no panic at any time, as classes 
were halted and lecturers directed 
the students to hurry to the street 
without waiting to collect their 
overcoats. Three students suffered 
slight burns of the face and hands 
and one sprained or possibly frac- 
tured an ankle in falling down- 
stairs on the way out of the build- 
ing: these Injuries were inunedl- 
ately treated at the Toronto Gen- 
eral Hospital. 

The fire was caused by the ac 
cidental ignition of inflammable 
material used In Project EE-19, an 
ejqperlmental process involving cor- 
dite. Students battled the flames 
until firemen arrived, and a great 
deal of discomfort was caused by 
the smoke and fumes of burning 
chemicals which poured through 
the building. ' Most of .the damage 
was due to water and to chemical 
charring by the blaze. 



Dr. Mayo Gives First Lecture 
In New Course On Supervision 

Stresses Vital Importance of Co-operation 
Between Foremen and Workers

"Supervision is one of the 
most important aspects of man- 
agement; In fact It is manage- 
ment," declared Dr. Elton Mayo, 
Professor of industrial research 
at Harvard University, in the 
first of a series of lectures on 
Supervision at Moyse Hall last 
night 

Dr. Mayo has spent consider- 
able time in the study of super- 
vision and industry. An Aus- 
tralian by birth, he was for a 
time Professor of Psychology 
and Logic at Queensland Uni- 
versity In Australia. iSurIng the 
last war he made a special 
-study of shell-shock in France. 
In 1928, Dr. Mayo came to Har- 
vard University, and has since 



then been on many committees 
of Invtsttgatlon and research In 
industry. 

In thi «lecture, the speaker 
greatly stressed the fact that 
the major problem of modern 
industry Is the lack of co- 
operation among the workers 
themselves, and between the 
workers and tho supervisors. 
Two centuries ago when the 
Industrial Revolution began, 
there was a close link between 
industry and the community. 
Management controlled, the vil- 
lage life, and the community 
also Influenced industrial man- 
agement. People were, from an 
early age. apprenticed to a cer-

Marianopolis College for Girk Destroyed 

By Conflagration Which Kills Two Persons 



Hundreds of Montrealers left 
the comfort of their homes last 
night to stand in the freezing 
cold to watch the brilliant 
tongues of flame soaring sky- 
high, which totally destroyed 
the Marlanopolls College for 
Girls, located on the comer of 
Guy and Dorchester sUreets. 

The fire started about 0.00 
p.m. in the top storey of the 
building, and thus most of the 
occupants were able to escape 
safely. Two nuns were trapped 
in the uppermost storey and 
died before aid could reach 
them. Asldo from these two,

no one else was killed or in- 
jured. When asked the cause 
of the fire, firemen stated that 
it was too early as yet to say 
definitely, but that it was 
thought to have started in one 
of the girls' bedrooms, probably 
from a lighted cigarette. 

When this reporter arrived on 
the scene, the blaze was well 
undér wayi Firemen from five 
city fire stations were pouring 
on water, trying in vain to 
quench the flames which were 
devouring the building. The 
roof of the east wing had al- 
ready collapsed, and is I watch- 
ed, the roof of the main part of 
the college fell in with a mighty 



crash. F6r a while It seemed as 
if firemen were getting the 
blaze under control, as the 
fia^pes were gradually being re- 
placed by billowing clouds of 
orange smoke. Time and time 
again, however, the flames re- 
appeared, sending out wicked 
red tongues to Illuminate the 
sky. Bystanders were heard to 
compare the fire to what Lon- 
don must have looked like dur- 
ing the blitz.

THE HUMAN* ANIMAL 

SCIENCE AND SOCIETT 
To the Editor. 
McGill D^ily. 
Slr.- 

Thc relation of science to society 
is a subject which daily assumes 
greater importance in the minds of 
the. educated -public. The publica. 
tlon of essays devoted to the elucl 
dation of this relationship .in your 
newspaper seemed highly commen. 
dable. However, a critical analysis 
of the essay entitled "Invasion of 
the Anthill" uncovers a melange of 
highly personalized criticism, mis- 
information, .and what appears to 
be a purely literary acquaintance 
with scientists. 

The author of the article fails to 
discern the line between the crea- 
tive scientist and the 'scientific 
worker. This division is as marked 
as the distinction between \he crea- 
tive artict and the designer of pos- 
ters. While it Is true that all scien- 
tific workers today follow a defin- 
ite route in attacking their pro- 
blems. i.e.. the Kientific method, 
there is present in only a few the 
intuitive spark that enabled Galileo 
to derive the principle of the pen- 
dulum upon observing the oscilla- 
tions of a chandelier. 

Now that the difference between 
the man who makes a hole in the 
wall of science and men who remove 
the Jagged edges has been made, 
challenges will be made to' certain 
specific statements '.v^iii^ the ?. above 
mentioned article: The autiior states 
that "our educational sV&tem has 
been so remarkably adapted to this 
fundamental concept that It most 
efficiently produces men equipped 
to learn more, and more about less 
and less but^quite ;.. unequipped 
with the generâliz'ëd intélllgehce 
capable of coping successfully with 
the complex problems of our mod- 
ern mechanization. The typical 
American scientbt bows respect- 
fully, before the only real Gbd he 
knou's, whose altar is a bank and 
whose symbol Is.a dollar sign." 

Intelligence, though difficult of 
definition, implies .possession of the 
ability to solve problems. Jliodern 
psychology offers no.Indlcatlon that 
Intelligence is segmented 'oir in any 
way divided into specific, and gen- 
eralized forms. If the author intend- 
ed to say "cultural background" or 
"general education", he should have 
stated IL .The remarie upon the 
mercenary disposition of "the typi- 
cal-. American scientist" again is 
vitiated by lack of a. previous de- 
lineation of the creative scientist 
from the scientific worker. Follow* 
ing the author's argument, it Is un- 
clear, why scientists can be easily 
exploited, because they have not 
"sufficiently well-rounded intelli- 
gence' 'to realize when they are ex- 
ploited. Does the author inuglne 
that in the completely dependent 
position which he himself .pictures 
for the scientist, the scientist would 
be able either to protest his plight 
or to remedy It. if he were aware 
of it. It is difficult to perceive why 
the profession of science should 
make him any more mlpervlous to 
economic and social pressure than 
persons engaged in less spectacular 
occupations who are similarly ex- 
ploited. • 

. The article does not .merit de- 
tailed criticism since each of its 
statements follows a geometric pro- 
gression of mounting ignorance! 

However, the writer will be 
happy 'to prepare a companion 
column to any defence' which the 
essayist may be able to make. In 
closing, it should be emphasized 
that neither the position ' of the 
scientist nor the manner of his edu 
cation dlfferentlaics him from any 
other exploited person with regard 
to his opportunity to protest.

Simultaneously with the .fire- 
balioon. experimenU of' the iiont- 
goUlers 'thé; -Robert. , 'brothers, 
assisted by" Prof. Chai;Ies, having 
observed that the new gas hydro- 
gen, Just . recently discovered by 
Cavendish, possessed even a greater 
levity than smoke, decided to use 
it as 'the lifting force'in a balloon 
of a. different nature. ■ The . balloon 
envelope of the Montgolflers was 
of. coursé unsuitable, being, perme- 
able^ to hydrogen, and hence they 
were' obliged to find a .new. fabric. 
Their btgenuity soon overcame this 
obstacle and' they constructed tiiclr 
envelope of a. special sllicen mat 
eri]il varnished with < dissolved 
rubber. 

It fell to Professor Charles to'fill 
the.balloon with .hydrogen, quite an 
unenviable Usk especially so. in the 
days when the gas was produced by 
thè. classic method of - reacting a 
metal with, an acid. And: so on the 
morning qf August 24, 1783, the pro- 
fessor assembled • his . preeioiis ap- 
paratus.. For, some peculiar reason 
he.employed a:generalor'that look- 
ed like a chest of drawers with four 
or .five separate lead-lined compart- 
ments leading 'to a common 'pipe 
that was fastened to the. stopcock 
of the balloon. With rail these won- 
derful opportunities ^r leakage, of 
course most of the gas escaped and 
so .at, two in the afternoon the 
rather peeved professor substituted 
more sensible apparatus— a single 
cask set upright with three boles in 
top, ■ two , to ..pour -in' the; sulphuric 
ac|d,and iron filUngs.and the thitxl 
to allow -the- gas < to. emerge. After 
that things wpnt considerably bet 
ter except that everyone was shock- 
ed at the:quanUtles of raw mater- 
ials .consumed. -The distracted pro- 
fessor, had already used a quarter 
ton of ^cid.and half a ton. of iron 
filings. And so after ■ considerable 
difficulties at last the machiné was 
ready. . On August 27 it was re 
leased, very quickly rose to over 
three thousand féèt in a <lrenchlng 
ralnstoiro,: disappeared, in, a. dark 
cloud to fail down later about 
fifteen miles away. And thus the 
noble science of aerostation got 
under ' yay , in France. 

Iti-.Britaln J. Tyiler was the first 
aeronaut. The unsung editor of 
the second edition of the Encyclo 
paedia Britannica made his first 
'lieap' as he unpretentiously calls it 
at Edinburgh' in the latter part 'of 
1784.- However the achievements 
of. this musty man of letters were 
overshadowed, by those of a hand 
some and dashing luilan; 'Vincent 
Lunardi, secretary '.to. the Ncapoli 
tan Embassy in I»ndon,-who on 
September 15,- 1784 niad* à . spec 
tacular ascent before, 'a 'vist-ton 
course' graced by the presence of 
His Royal Highneis , thè: ^é4- of 
Wales; Signer- Lunardi, to give him 
credit, PQueued' .several orlgihal 
ideas, On^ otthem was to produce 
propulsion In mid air by the use of 
oars. And so, on his great venture, 
beside a cat, a dog and a pigeon 
taken along for the benefit of sci 
ence, . and .wine, a ebicken,: pea . and 
paper taken along for- his' own 
benefit he .brought along his trusty 
oars for the benefit -of both. Every- 
thing went. well unUl the pigeon 
escaped, the cat-.caugbt cold .and' 
one of . his oars JUil overboard so 
badly, frightening one of bis female 
admirers, that she died of shos 
mistaking the oar for the hero. And 
then gignor j[<unardl partook of -his 
wine- and chicken, '.completed his 
correspondence . and descended 
qultevsqund. after -the Interval oi 
two hours. ; .And so aerostation 'be- 
gan to iQourlsh in Britain. . ' 

Theinext objective' was the cross- 
ing of the .Channel. To this Blan- 
chard and -Jeffries -applied them- 
selves . in January, 1785. Whereas 
the former was thé 'navigator, the 
latter was the financier of the part- 
nership which to all- purposes 'did 
not work out any too.; well.' Aa - a 
matter of fact Jeffries agreed that 
In any case..of a mbhap arising ini 
the crossing he "would get out of 
the ear" over the Straits of Dover.

Ap- 
parently, however, the aeronauts, 
too busily preoccupied with the 
magnificent 'vi^w*^ the slowly re- 
vojving car "Tyas;.glv}ng jthçm, al- 
lowed too iritich gas -to escape. Any-, 
way, by tw.o o'cloek they were onlyj 
a third' across and .very dose: to the 
Straits of ' Dover. . Thtn began a 
grim battle.. First' the ballast went 
overboard, then most of the pamph- 
lets with which Dr. Jewries sought 
to enlighten France, then biscuits, 
applea'and ôranges,'the useless oars
